As you are aware, the Foreign Influence Transpareney Scheme (the scheme) commenced on 
10 December 2018. The scheme is designed to provide the public and government decision-makers 
with visibility of the nature, level and extent of foreign influenee on Australia's government and 
political process. 

Under the scheme, obligations to register arise in the following circumstances: 

• a registrable activity is being undertaken, and 

• the activity is undertaken on behalf of a foreign prineipal, and 

• the purpose of the activity is for political or governmental influence, and 

• no exemptions apply. 

For the purposes of the scheme, registerable activities are parliamentary lobbying, general political 
lobbying, communications activity and disbursement activity. 

With the Prime Minister having issued the writs for a federal election on 11 April 2019, we are now 
in a voting period and there are a number of additional registration and reporting obligations that 
apply under the Foreign Influence Transparency Scheme Act 2018 (the FITS Act). This is because, 
during this period, there will be inereased aetivities aimed at influencing political processes (or 
influencing the public or sections of the public in relation to political processes). It is vital that there 
is transparency about the source of these activities for the Australian community. 

I am seeking your assistance in raising awareness of the scheme and the additional voting period 
obligations with your staff, portfolio agencies, and any reeent designated position holders assoeiated 
with your portfolio. 
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How the voting period affects registration obligations 

During a voting period, more stringent obligations apply under the seheme. From now until the end 
of the Federal Election on 18 May 2019: 

• Those who are not already registered in relation to a foreign principal have 14 days to register 
once an obligation arises. Following registration, all registrants must report additional 
registerable activities within seven days . 

• Those who are already registered in relation to a foreign principal must report any additional 
registerable activities on behalf of that foreign principal within seven days of undertaking the 
activity. 

• Disbursement activities must be registered within seven days of the value of disbursements 
reaching the electoral donations threshold of $13,800, or a multiple of this threshold. 

More detail about these obligations is available in ‘Fact Sheet 9 - Registrant obligations during voting 
periods’ on the Attorney-General’s Department’s website (www.ag.gov.au/transparencv) . 

Perhaps most importantly in the context of the 2019 Federal Election, any communications activity 
must include a disclosure making clear that the information or material is produced, communicated 
or disseminated on behalf of a foreign principal and is a registrable activity under the EITS Act. Please 
see ‘Pact Sheet 10 - Disclosures in communications activity’ on the Department’s website. 

What you and your staff need to know 

Eobbying Commonwealth public officials in Australia on behalf of a foreign principal for the purpose 
of political or governmental influence is a registrable activity. This means persons acting on behalf 
of a foreign principal who lobby you or your staff in order to influence a government process or 
decision may need to register. 

Although the scheme commenced on 10 December 2018, some may not be aware of their obligation 
to register. Purther, as we are now in a voting period, the obligations for registrants have changed. 
While AGD continues to undertake a range of outreach activities, you and your staff can also assist 
in raising awareness of the scheme. In particular, by taking the time to understand who may be 
lobbying you - and if you think that a person may need to register under the scheme - ensuring that 
they are aware of their potential obligations. The easiest way to do this is to direct the person to the 
AGD website, noted above. 

Application to recent designated position holders 

In addition to the obligations outlined above, additional obligations apply to those who have held 
senior public positions in Australia—specifically those who, within the last 15 years, have been: a 
member of federal parliament; employed as a Senior Adviser or higher under the Members of 
Parliament (Staff) Act 2984; an agency head or deputy head, or equivalent; or an Ambassador or High 
Commissioner. 

Recent designated position holders have additional obligations under the Scheme because of the 
special nature of the positions they have held. They must register any activity they undertake on 
behalf of a foreign principal where they contribute experience, knowledge, skills or contacts gained 
in the former position, and they are not otherwise exempt. This is broader than the four categories of 
registrable activities outlined above.

Recent changes to the Foreign Influence Transparency Scheme Act 

There have recently been changes to the operation of the scheme through the Foreign Influence 
Transparency Scheme Amendment Act 2019 (the FITS Amendment Act). 

Most relevant to this election period, the FITS Amendment Act amends the definition of 
’communications activity’ in section 13 to include the production of information or material on 
behalf of a foreign principal for the purpose of it being communicated or distributed to the public or 
a section of the public. This means that if: 

• a person or entity produces information or material on behalf of a foreign principal (i.e. at 
the request of, in the service of, at the direction of, or under arrangement with a foreign 
principal), and 

• the person or entity believes that the foreign principal intends the information or material to 
be communicated or distributed to the public or a section of the public, 

then the person or entity will need to register under the scheme and include the relevant disclosure 
about the identity of the foreign principal in the information or material. This will be the case 
whether or not the person or entity also distributes or communicates the information or material on 
behalf of the foreign principal, and whether or not the information or material is actually distributed 
or communicated. 

The FITS Amendment Act also creates an obligation for people engaging in communications 
activity to include the required disclosure about the foreign principal regardless of whether or not 
that person has already registered under the scheme (section 38).
